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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 3/1 1/03 has been entered. Accordingly, claims 1 , 
7, 9, 10, 12, and 31-33 have been amended. Claims 2, 3, 23-30, 434-44, and 48-50 
have been canceled. Claims 51-56 have been added. Application is now in condition for 
allowance. 



2. Claims 1, 4-22, 31-33, 45-47 and 51-56 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
amendment and accompanying remarks has persuaded the examiner to place the 
application in condition for allowance. The prior art taken either singularly or in 
combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitation of the dependent claims, in 
such manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art 
fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in independent 
claims 1, 7, 9, 53 and 55. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
